Beech wins approval for 
ambitious scheme to extend school 


PLANNERS have given the green 
light to a six-figure improvement 
scheme at Maiden Beech Acad¬ 
emy in Crewkerne. 

The 440-pupil school learnt ear¬ 
lier this month that it could pro¬ 
ceed with ambitious plans to 
expand its facilities. 

The popular middle school is 
forecast to grow over the next few 
years with numbers expected to 
reach 460 by 2014. 

The application approved by 
South Somerset planners will en¬ 
able the school to provide better 
teaching space for several key sub¬ 
jects, including IT and cooking. 

Permission has been granted for: 

• A split-level humanities block to 
replace a tatty pair of temporary 
classrooms 

• A new art building 

• A massive extension to the ex¬ 
isting assembly hall. 

A report by the school’s planning 
agent, architect Ian Pamplin, ac¬ 
companied the application and 
outlined the rationale for the im¬ 
provements. 

He said: “The school has been 
granted academy status and as an 
academy is responsible for the 
maintenance and upkeep of the 
campus buildings — this previ¬ 
ously having been the responsibil¬ 
ity of the county council. 

“The school is now looking to re¬ 
duce maintenance costs by replac¬ 
ing poor conditioned temporary 
classrooms.” 

Mr Pamplin added that Somerset 
County Council had carried out lit¬ 
tle new construction at the school 
since it was built 57 years ago in 
1955. 

He said the latest proposals boil 
down to three separate projects, 
the first of which is for a new hu¬ 
manities block. 

“Temporary classrooms cur¬ 
rently used to deliver geography 
and history are in poor condition 
and need replacing. 

“The school wants to replace 
these classrooms with a permanent

“The school’s current 
food technology room is 
only large enough to take 
five or six pupils at a 
time.” 

The third and final proj¬ 
ect is to extend the hall to¬

Mr Pamplin said: “This 
will allow us to deliver 
whole school assemblies 
rather than having to re¬ 
peat the assembly to the 
two halves of the school 
on separate occasions 
within the week.”

Locals who may not otherwise have 
bothered to have their blood pressure 
and pulse checked unless taken ill, 
were examined in the informal setting 
by a local team of doctors and nurses, 


resulting in about 12 per cent being 
referred to their own doctor for fur¬ 
ther checks. 

David Welch, President of The Rotary 
Club of Crewkerne said: "Over the 
years this event may have prevented 
thousands of people from having a 
stroke. It may be quite worrying to dis¬ 
cover you could be at risk of a stroke, 
but once highlighted it's possible to 
make changes that will reduce that 
risk. It shows how important it is to 
monitor your blood pressure regu¬ 
larly."

A PASSION for writing since childhood has led mother of 
two, Sophia Moseley, to aim for her dream and publish her 
first book of children’s stories: “The Adventures of Char¬ 
lie”. 

Originally from Barnstaple, Sophia has lived in many 
different places but to raise a family she came back to her 
West Country routes with her husband Stuart Houghton. 

They lived in Crewkerne for five years but moved to 
Thomcombe in order to get their son into The Woodroffe 
School in Lyme Regis. 

When she realised her first son had a passion for books 
at an early age, Sophia was thrilled but became disap¬ 
pointed at the available material. 

She said: “As he got older - four to five - and was under¬ 
standing more about stories, I found the sort of books 
aimed at his age group were mostly awful. The story lines 
were poor and the grammar appalling. At that age they are 
like a sponge and I was so fed up, I decided to write my 
own. 

“I have a very traditional outlook, having been raised on 
the Tooth Fairy and Father Christmas, and thought what 
better to fire imagination than to use characters they were 
familiar with, so the first story was about the pot of gold 
at the end of the rainbow. I would write the night before 
and read it to him again and again, until he was bored with 
it, then wrote another one. The Ship of Dreams has pirate 
ships, dragons and the whole fairytale thing bundled into 
one. 

“ It’s so essential that it is a good quality story, then it 
fires their imagination and they ask lots of questions and 
fire things back at you so then the stories evolve into some¬ 
thing more digestible.” 

Sophia has written 12 stories but there are only four in 
the book which she purposely wrote with as much descrip¬ 
tion as possible so her son had a starting point to help him 
envisage the characters. 

She sent her first story to several publishers and agents 
and received the inevitable rejection letters but one piece 
of constructive criticism, that one story was not enough to 
start the ball rolling.

Sophia said: “I had to believe in myself, the publishing 
houses are not keen to take on a new risk and self-publish¬ 
ing was a conduit to show them I could do it. 

“I am a strong believer in kismet and when we moved to 
Thorncombe, it was the only place we were able to find. 
Shortly afterwards there was a local art group exhibiting 
at the hall. There I saw my neighbour, Angela Delderfield 
and her paintings were just gorgeous, I was surprised she 
hadn’t been snapped up. 

“I had been in touch with Grosvenor Publishing House 
and asked their advice, which was that children needed pic¬ 
tures despite the way I had written. I thought Angela’s 
work was perfect for illustrations, I approached her and 
said there was zero money in it but would she be interested 
and she was. She did the paintings for the four stories and 
I loved them.” 

The book was launched in Lyme Regis on May 13th and 
since then sales have been fair for such a short time. 
Thorncombe village shop is selling them and Sophia will 
be attending local festivals as well as offering to do read¬ 
ings in Chard and Crewkerne libraries. 

As a freelance copywriter for online magazines Sophia 
understands the need for self-promotion. 

“ I was put off entering journalism by my mother and 
as for fiction, I went to the next best thing which was in¬ 
surance but I never stopped writing and have A4 notebooks 
everywhere. 

“When you have children, your whole life changes com¬ 
pletely and utterly but I do better working under pressure 
and I love writing so much, I don’t find it hard. Eighteen 
months ago, there was a glut of professional writers and I 
decided to set up a website. All I wanted to do was share 
my writing with other people, I love it so much; not to 
make money just to get feedback that other people liked 
what I wrote or disagreed with me. The web designer just 
happened to need a copywriter and I started doing bits with 
him, which led to other work.

“My advice to anyone else is to never give up if you re¬ 
ally feel strongly about something that comes from the 
heart and be prepared for lots of hard work. The rejections 
letters were soul destroying but what is worse, is hearing 
nothing.

Clear weather, A-roads and car parks 
are the biggest cause of accidents 
for company car drivers says Total 
Accident management 


Ford growth outpaces UK market 


TOTAL Accident Management reveals an 
exclusive study into accidents involving 
high mileage company car drivers. 

The exclusive results between April 2011 
and May 2012 from a cross section of cor¬ 
porate motorists under accident manage¬ 
ment show that business drivers have 
collision rates that are 30 - 40% higher 
than those of private drivers. 

When looking at how weather can play 
its part in an accident, just over half of the 
recorded accidents (53%) took place in 
clear weather, setting corporate drivers 
apart from their retail counterparts. While 
accidents in adverse weather conditions, 
such as rain, snow and sleet accounted for 
just 4%. 

In adverse weather, drivers automati¬ 
cally take more precaution and reduce 
their speed, while in clear weather drivers 
are likely to travel faster and concentrate 
less, which can then result in an accident. 

Looking at road types and related acci¬ 
dents, there was a clear indication that A- 
roads are where drivers need to be at their 
most vigilant. The most accidents were 
recorded on major A-roads (20%) with 13- 
roads (11%) in second place and minor A- 
roads (9%) in third place. Only 2.27% of 
accidents were recorded on motorways, 
reinforcing their relative safety compared 
to A and B-roads. 


The other key location where nearly 10% 
of accidents happened was in car parks. 
Although vehicles are travelling at slower 
speeds, drivers have to deal with many 
other factors as well as maintaining their 
own concentration. This type of accident 
is likely to be the most costly to fix overall. 

When looking at accident circum¬ 
stances, 17% of incidents involved a driver 
hitting a parked vehicle, while 15.2% of ac¬ 
cidents were results of a driver hitting a 
vehicle in the rear, and 11% of accidents 
involved a vehicle colliding with an object 
or property. All three could be caused by 
a combination of excess speed and/or lack 
of concentration. 

"We collect the data at regular intervals, 
which allows us to get a better picture of 
seasonality and external influences, and 
how they impact on accidents,"explained 
Total Accident Management's operations 
director Amanda Mullans. 

"If companies and their drivers can be 
made more aware of how different road 
types, weather conditions and other exter¬ 
nal factors have on driving safety, I am 
sure employers would ensure their em¬ 
ployees take appropriate care when driv¬ 
ing on company business. Total has 
developed its DriveSecure package to as¬ 
sist employers with many aspects of risk 
assessment," she added.

Olympics build up gathers pace 


Weale makes Olympic team 

YEOVIL born Sam Weale will represent Team GB in the 
Modern Pentathlon at the London 2012 Olympics. 

Weale was named last Friday as part of the Team GB who 
will field a full complement of two male and two female 
athletes in the modern pentathlon competition for the sec¬ 
ond successive Olympics. 

This follows a very competitive qualification period, dur¬ 
ing which eight British athletes exceeded the Olympic 
qualification standard. 

Weale will compete alongside Nick Woodbridge, cur¬ 
rently ranked fifth in the world. Both will be competing in 
their second successive Olympic Games, having made 
their debuts in Beijing in 2008. 

Weale recently became the first British man to win a Eu¬ 
ropean Championships medal. 

Olympic debutants Mhairi Spence and Samantha Murray 
will be looking to continue Team GB's proud record in the 
women's competition. 

Britain's highest ranked female Spence won World Cham¬ 
pionship gold this year, while Murray claimed the bronze 
medal. Both will be aiming to continue their fine form in 
London. 



Great Britain's female modern pentathletes have an out¬ 
standing track record at the Olympic Games, having won 
four medals since the women's event was added to the 
Olympic Programme at the Sydney 2000 Olympic Games. 

The men's competition takes place on 11th August, fol¬ 
lowed by the women's competition a day later, meaning 
the women's medals will be the last medals won at the 
London 2012 Olympic Games. 

Weale is the twin brother of former Yeovil Town goal¬ 
keeper Chris Weale, and said about his selection:"! am de¬ 
lighted to have been selected for my second Olympic 
Games. Being a home Games it truly will be a once in a life 
time experience and I will be doing my very best to make 
the country proud." 

Team GB Chef de Mission Andy Hunt said: "The fact that 
eight British athletes achieved the modern pentathlon 
Olympic qualification standard is a tribute to the excellent 
performance programme that has been developed by Pen¬ 
tathlon GB. 

"The four athletes selected today have demonstrated 
their great potential with impressive results at world level 
over the past 12 months. 

The most notable of these are the gold and bronze 
medals won by Mhairi and Samantha respectively at the 
World Championships. 

Olympic snippets: 

• The addition of the modem pentathletes brings the total 
number of athletes officially selected to Team GB for Lon¬ 
don 2012 to 182 across 15 sport disciplines: archery, ath¬ 
letics - marathon, badminton, boxing, canoe slalom, 
fencing, hockey, modern pentathlon, rowing, sailing, 
shooting, swimming, synchronised swimming and table 
tennis. 

•Team GB will compete in all 26 sports on the Olympic Pro¬ 
gramme in London 2012. 

• Team GB is expected to consist of approximately550 ath¬ 
letes. 

• The modern pentathlon event will take place on the 11th 
(men) and 12th (women) August at the Copper Box (fenc¬ 
ing), the Aquatics Centre (swimming) and Greenwich Park 
(riding and combined run/shoot). 

• Modern pentathlon debuted at the Olympics 100 years 
ago at Stockholm in 1912. 

• London 2012 will be the first Olympics to feature the 
run/shoot, also known as the combined event, as the cli¬ 
max to the competition. 



• The modern pentathlon at London 2012 will also see laser 
pistols used for the first time at an Olympic Games. They 
were introduced to the sport at the start of 2011 to replace 
the traditional air pistols. 

• The women's modern pentathlon medals at London 2012 
will be the last medals to be awarded at the Games. 
WORLD No 1 Peter Wilson from Glanvilles Wootton, near 
Sherborne is on target to win gold at the London 2012 
Olympics in August after smashing the world record on his 
way to victory in the ISSF Shotgun World Cup in Tucson, 
Arizona. 

The 25-year-old won the double trap men’s final with a 
new record score of 198 hits out of 200 targets, beating the 
previous record of 196 set by China's Hu Binyuan in 2009. 

Sharpshooter Wilson, whose father taught him to shoot 
as a youngster after he hurt his shoulder in a snowboard¬ 
ing accident, is one of 11 shooters who will represent GB 
at the competition which will take place at the Royal Ar¬ 
tillery Barracks, Woolwich between July 28th and August 
6th.
